The children of Israel were complaining. It was not an open 
rebellion. In the words of the ancient narrative, it was a “mur- 
muring.” That is a good description of discontent. The imme 
diate occasion was the apparent lack of food, or of anything in 
this desert on which they could live. 

The faith of the people was not very strong. Unbelief often 
has a short memory. The Red Sea was forgotten in a month. 
True, they had seen the delive:ance of the Lord. The bruises 
on their backs from Egyptian whips were scarcely healed. Their 
hands still bore the marks of their hard labor... but they had 
forgotten. 

Discontent has a slippery memory. Now they longed 
for the fleshpots of Egypt. They actually wanted to be back 
again in the situation that was so intolerable six weeks be- 
fore. How true to life. How like them we are still, cen- 
turies later. 

It is against this background of complaint and lack of faith 
that these lovely words shine: “In the morning, then ye shall see 
the glory of the Lord.”

“Christmas is the lush season for counterfeiters,” Padgett 


explained. 


He said many stores hire temporary salespeople who are| 
not experienced money-handlers, and counterfeiters take ad- 
vantage of the holiday rush and confusion. 


“Wise cashiers will examine 
imoney carefully, especially $10 
‘and $20 bills,” Padgett added, 
“since there are more counterfeits 
in circulatio: now than at any 


time in the past 10 years.” 


Secret Service agents bave ar- 
rested 16 persons in Georgia on 
counterfeiting charges in the past 
six months, Padgett reported. He 
refused to divulge amounts of 
counterfeit money passed in the 
‘State during that period, but said 
it “amounted to a considerable 
sum.” 

The Secret Service urges c?sh- 
iers to keep new genuine $10 and 
$20 bills handy for comparison

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A Great Battle Shapes Up 


Every day or so now there is something 
in the papers about the great battle in 
prospect in January when the Talmadge 
and Gholston highway plans collide in the 
General Assembly. 


It will be a spectacle to command at- 
tention all over the State. 


Sen. Gholston claims he has the 
pledged support of 25 members of the 
upper house and the tentative pledges of 
six others, giving him a majority of the 
94 votes there. 

Gov. Talmadge, on the other hand, 
very likely will have ample strength in 
the House to put his plans through that 
body without much difficulty. 

We are delighted to see an all-out fight 
shaping up. It means that the issue has 
drifted down to the people, the “grass 


roots” if you will, and action will be de- 
manded. 

We think both the Talmdage and 
Gholston plans have points of merit. 
Either would, in our opinion, and as we 
have said before, be a considerable im- 
provement over the present alleged sys- 
tem. Our only fear is the possibility that 
the opposing. forces may generate such 
terrific steam on the floors of the Gen- 
eral Assembly that they might stymie any 
action whatever. We hope that doesn’t 
happen. The two plans are not so dif- 
ferent as to preclude a compromise on 
almost any disputed point. And the im- 
portant thing is a highway system that 
will enable long-range planning to go 
ahead without the possibility of political 
interference. We hope Legislators will 
remember that. 


Inviting More and More Sex Crimes 


Across the nation there is a growing 
demand for a strengthening of the laws 
dealing with sexual degenerates and per- 
verts. 


In Miami, where a man accused of 
molesting children disappeared’ after post- 
ing a small bond, the Daily News decries 
the laxity of existing statutes and the un- 
willingness of the average citizen to face 
the facts. 


“The laws governing such cases are 
extremely mild,” declares the News. “If 
found guilty, the penalty is mild. And in 
too many instances the culprit is not pros- 
ecuted because the parents of the child 
molested refuse to prosecute. They fear 
the publicity of a court trial. But by 
their failure to press charges, they permit 
sex criminals to remain at large, to molest 
other children. Eventually, they may con- 
tribute to the death of some child at the 
hands of some sex-crazed fiend. 


“Some people believe that those who 
molest children are in need of clinical 
treatment which might effect a cure for 
their deviation from normalcy. Still oth- 
ers maintain that these offenders should 
be imprisoned and thus segregated from 
society. But existing laws are such as 
to conform with the beliefs of neither 
group. 

“Meanwhile, the child molester is free 
to go his way, a threat to the safety of 
children wherever he may be. 

“The recent surge in the number of 
cases of child molestation should serve 
as a spur to speed action in the direction 
of stamping out this kind of crime by 
whatever means may be necessary.” 

We agree with the News that more 
positive action must be taken. As long 
as known sexual offenders are turned 
loose, as was the case in an Atlanta court 
this week, so long will we continue to 
have the horror of sex slayings. 


A Little Order Would Help 


A joint economic subcommittee headed 
by Sen. Joseph C. Mahoney, Wyoming 
Democrat, has announced it will investi- 
gate the reasons for the present shortage 
of investment capital. 


Sen. Mahoney declared, and rightly, 
that “the private capitalistic system can- 
not exist unless there is a steady. flow of 
private capital into the economy .. .” 


But even in these extraordinarily pros- 
perous times private capital is hard to 
find, or nonexistent. Business is being 
forced to expand by setting aside larger- 
than-usual shares of profits for the pur- 
pose, borrowing from the banks or the 


public in the form of bonds, or—as has, 


been more and more the case—borrowing 
from the Government itself. 


We have an idea the subcommittee will 
find, and we doubt any extended investi- 
gation is necessary to establish the find- 
ings, that private capital is wary because 
of (1) high taxes all down the line; (2)

double taxes on corporate dividends and 
(3) general uncertainty. 

Sen. Mahoney is particularly concerned 
over the lack of capital for small busi- 
nesses. If he will take a good look at the 
administration’s policies of encouraging 
labor unions to exorbitant demands which 
can be met only by large, financially 
strong concerns he will find at least one 
of the many reasons investors don’t care 
about putting money into small business. 
Let him inquire, for example, into the 
costs of the steel strike settlement, a set- 
tlement that played directly into the hands 
of the large producers. Yet, one agency of 
the Government, the Justice Department, 
has given evidence that it considers big- 
ness itself a violation of the law and now 
has instituted suits to prove its point. 

People are pretty cautious about their 
money and Congressional investigations 
are not going to increase confidence unless 
the causes for lack of it are removed. 
Bringing a little order out of the confusion 
might help. 


The Booby Prize Goes to Lewis 


WASHINGTON—Mr. Fulton Lewis, Jr., the radio commentator, has laid another egg. His sensa- 
tional broadcast about the Russians getting uranium supplies and secret information on our atomic 
bomb project during the war through the aid of the tate Harry Hopkins turns out to be about the 
biggest phony of the year. There ought to be some annual journalistic award, in the way of a booby 


prize, for the newspaperman or radio commentator who perpetrates the greatest fraud on the pub- © 


lic. If that were true, there could be little doubt about Mr. Lewis being entitled to the 1949 award 
without challenge. His work in the latest spy-expose case has been pre-eminent. 


The radio commentator set off a five-day 
sensation recently when he brought before the 
microphone one George Racey Jordan, an ob- 
scure former Army Air Forces Major, who made 
a lot of weird charges about Hopkins intervening 
to help the Russians sneak out uranium and 
secret files on our atomic development. Hopkins 
at the time was directing the movement of lease 
lend supplies to our allies in the war. He was 
living at the White House. ’ 

Chairman John S. Wood, of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee lost no time in 
calling his group together to investigate the 
charges. Never has a Congressional Committee 
moved so fast in exploding a myth. 

The first witness called was the former Air 
Force officer. He repeated the charges he had 
made earlier on the Lewis broadcast—how he 
had inspected the baggage of Russians passing 
through the isolated Great Falls, Mont., Post 
where he was stationed in 1943 and 1944, and 
‘ found the forbidden materials and documents 
with Hopkins’ name attached. 

Jordan told of an alleged long distance tele- 
phone conversation he had with Hopkins, who, 
he said, had urged him to expedite the passage 
of the Russian-bound planes. He mentioned a 
letter found in the documents bearing the initials 
“H. H.” which was written on White House 


President's 


we name 
on White House stationery. 


from Great Falls by a Russian officer to the 
Russian Embassy here, and Jordan had been 
handed the receiver and told that Harry 
Hopkins wanted te speak to him. He ad- 
mitted he had never met or seen Hopkins 
before then. 


But it remained for General Leslie Groves, 
head of the wartime atomic bomb project, to 
completely explode the myth. Called before the 
committee, he declared that nothing of the kind 
reported by Jordan ever happened. We had 
allowed the Russians to get a small amount of 
uranium material back in 1943, but that was 
merely for the purpose of throwing them off, 
he explained. If we had denied their requests it 
might have tipped them off to the importance 
we placed on the materials. The implication was 
that the product we let them have was “doc- 
tored” to make it useless for atomic experiments. 


In becoming associated with a new job in 
New York last August Jordan, presumably, 
caused a publicity release to be put out de- 

him as a former “United Nations 
Representative to the Seviet Union.” Ne 
such office ever existed. He admits never 
even having been in Russia. 


He further said he had attended New York 
University before going into World War I., Uni- 
versity officials said they had no record of any 
one by that name matriculated at the University 


The whole story appears to be a phony of 
the first magnitude. If Jordan was sincere in 
pee it out, the most charitable thing that can 

said about him is that he was misguided and 
labored under certain hallucinations. 


Talk Sense 


NEW YORK—Here for an appearance on 

the forum program of the National Association 

of Manufacturers Industrial Congress, two 
speeches caught me by the ear. 

One was by Harold G. Moulton, of the Brookings Institution, 
an economist, and the other by Louis Bromfield, farmer and 
writer. 

It seems to me we have too much talk in generalities about 
freedom and the drift to Socialism. Most of it is deploring with- 
out going to the root of things. It is perfectly plain that as the 
nation becomes more and more industrialized, we are entering a 
period in which the very increase of industrialization’ is creating 
more and mitre persons who will look to Government to serve 
them, or to care for them, for the reason they are not skilled 
enough to fit into industrial employment. 

Machines are makers of revolutions. The tractor, the hay- 
baler, the bulldozer and the machine that digs ditches are but a 
few of the many machines which have, and still are, steadily re- 
ducing the need for hand labor. 


: The present tremendous crowding of the larger 
P opulation industrial cities and the increase in population 
in all urban centers, is a fact which is very meaningful indeed. 

Dr. Moulton touched strongly on this fact. He said the 
American people can still have a century of progress comparable 
with that of the past if they solve the problem of population and 
consumer production and consumption with increased man-hour 
production through technological improvements as well as through 
management. 

He saw in Government something we all can see, namely that 
the present tax structure is restrictive of development in the very 
fields where we most need spending, namely, in the field of re- 
search, inventions, and into new ventures which may fail but 
which must be tested and proved, one way or another, if the 
national economy is to continue expanding. 

Jobs In other words, we must continue to produce new jobs. 

That is the whole problem in a rmutshell. But, to do this, 
we must proceed with education of our people. The Southern 
States, where the educational level is lower than in the rest of 
the nation, is at one and the same time a danger spot and a hopeful 
one. Many of our Southern people are numbered among the 
great mass of restless, migrating peoples who move from city to 
city seeking jobs. They are not skilled and they cannot, and 
never will, fit into the demands of the industrial system. 

But, of course, the South is the last frontier for expansion in 
our time. We do have labor for new industries. But, if we 
fail to make that population one which can work on the assembly 
lines of the future, we will have, as the nation now has, a great 
number of persons dependent in one degree or another on welfare 
and who produce the public opinion for welfare measures. 

So, I think there has been too much talk about freedom and of 
simply saying we must regain certain spiritual values. We must. 
But we can do so only by actions. We cannot cure the sickn 


overnight. It has been a long time growing. . 

: Louis Bromfield talked about farming. He, too, 
Bromfield made a lot of sense. The problem he said was to 
produce more on less acreage. The greatest error in agricultural 
thinking, he insisted, was in considering production in terms of 
total production rather than in production per acre. 

He attacked the subsidies as being a part of an artificial pat- 
tern in which tariffs are as great an evil as farm price support 
subsidies. There is no difference between them, he said. 

Bromfield had a fine line which illustrates his point well. 
What the country needs, he said, and what the people must have, 
is not more dollars but dollars which will buy more and more. 
This we can have only with greater production, lower costs and 
profits for all. 


7 Bromfield also strongly attacked the concept of 
Surpluses surpluses in this country. There are surpluses 
in some grains, but there are actually some shortages. These, he 


thinks, will continue to develop unless we hit at the basic farm | 


problem, which is tied up with the national problem—to produce 
more per acre on the farms of the nation and to produce more 
per man-hour in the factories. 

The problem, whether on farm or factory, is abundance with 
low production costs. 

The meeting here is impressive in many respects, but as usual 
with so many speeches, only a few seem to have ideas about what 
and how to solve our problems. Most of them simply deplore and 
suggest we g) back to the old virtues and the old ways. 

The nation has plenty of intelligence and resources. It simply 
pays too little attention to its politics, its social changes and its 
social forces. Or so it seems to me.

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Discusses the Atomic Primer 


A Brooklyn citizen, one Jerome P. Drennan, has sent me a scientific 
theory, “an original conception supplanting Euclid and Newton as a 
primer for the atomic age,” which he asks that I help publicize.

Confused? 


Editor Constitution: In reading the sermon 
Dec. 6 from the gifted pen of the great Peter 
Marshall I was amazed beyond measure at the 
very obvious blunder he committed in getting 
together the Scripture data. It seems that Dr. 
Marshall got two wholly unrelated incidents in 
the life of our Saviour scrambled. The first in- 
cident was in the beginning of His Galilean 
ministry, as Luke 8:1 very clearly shows, while 
the last incident was just two days before His 
crucifixion as Matt. 26:1 also clearly shows. 

The confusion in Dr. Marshall’s mind no 
doubt was assisted by certain resemblances in 
the two incidents: namely, Mary being the name 
of the principal in both stories; Simon, the 
Pharisee, having the same name as Simon, the 
leper (the latter in no wise enters the story); 
and the employment in both instances of ala- 
baster cruses of ointment. But in all other de- 
tails resemblances end. In the first story we find 
Jesus unattended in the house of a hostile host; 
in the second He is in a friendly home sur- 
rounded by disciples. Criticism of Jesus’ sub- 
mission to the loving attentions of the two 
women come from two different sources, and 
for two different reasons. The sequels in the 
story differ as widely as the two women’s back- 
grounds. One was dismissed forgiven to sin no 
more, while the other one is held up to all future 
generations of Christians as a model, one who 
“has wrought a great work.” 

The writer has no intention to distract your 
readers from appreciation of Dr. Marshall’s great 
talents, but a proper respect for Holy Writ com- 
pels us to want to keep the record straight.

Cut through the folded paper 
a one-inch strip to wrap the 
wire frame first. Unfold the roll 
of paper and stretch it slightly 
by putting the loose end over 
a yardstick holding firm. Get 
someone to hold the other end 
same way and give it an easy 
pull. This will get all the fold- 
ed marks out. Then lay the 
paper double, put the wire frame 
flat on the white paper and cut 
two papers fof wings about two 
inches larger than frame. This 
gives you a back and front. 
Then pull paper edge over wire 
and paste well. While you do 
this first step to the other wing, 
this wing will dry out a little. 
Turn wing over and cover oth- 
er side same way. The turned- 
over edges will make the edge 
strong and will not show under 
feathers. * 

When they are well dry, cut 
the next roll of paper in strips 
about five inches wide and cut 
in deep scallops. flute edges then 
start at the bottom of winr and 
work from inside to outer edge.

Use a red 
cotton flannel or a red satin, un- 
less you want to be real fancy 
and nothing is prettier than red 
velvet. Put 2 band o* white cot- 
ton flannel around the aeck, 
dewn the front and around the 
bottom of the coat, to represent 
fur. Paste little bits of black 
cloth along at intervals to look 
like ermine 

With the velvet you can get 
a white fur or rabbit fur and it 
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is beautiful. Be sure to put a 
big buckle on the belt, either 
metal or you can cover one with 
silver paper like you did for the 
Pilgrim. With your boot tops of 
shining oil cloth, lined with 
crinoline to keep them up you 
will have a grand old Santa.

Laggards 


State Income Tax Director Field- 
ing Dillard opened the door yes- 
terday to Georgians who had neg- 
leated to file State income taxes 
to do so voluntarily before they 
are caught in a net being spread 
by the enlarged staff of income 
tax agents. 

“We will make the penalty as 
light as possible for those citizens 
who voluntarily come in now and 
file their State income taxes,” Dil- 
lard said. “Their actions would 
indicate that their failure to file 
had been because of a misunder- 
standing of the law or an over- 
sight. If they delay until our 
agents have to search them out, 
then we will take the view that 
they are deliberately trying to de- 
fraud the State.” | 

State income tax fraud can be’ 
punished in court as a misdemean- 
or, with a fine or prison sentence 
or both. 

Cash penalties for failure to file! 
and pay income taxes run 25 per- 
cent of the tax, but the Director 
can reduce these penalties.

It will be noted that twice as 
many of the carloads came from 
outside the State as from Geor- 
Ria. 

Some explanation is in or- 
der. Some of the above prod- 
ucts came to Atlanta during 
months they were not grown 
in the State, but were pro- 
duced in other States—vege- 
tables from Florida for in- 
stances, unloads of which 
dropped off when Georgia 
came into production. 


Also, there is a reason for 
some of the items, as in the case 
of rutabaga turnips and Irish po- 
tatoes. 

Rutabagas are grown general- 
ly on Georgia farms, but they 
are “watery,” whereas those 
from Canada, Virginia and Wis- 
consin (which supplied Atlanta 
last year), are dry and firm, 
and preferred by the trade. 


The same thing applies to 
Irish potatoes. Those grown io- 
cally are also watery, while 
those grown in Idaho and par- 
ticularly other States are “dry” 
and flakey. However, we doubt 
if the large “import” of Irish 
potatoes is justified. 

The same thing applies to 
eggs. Those produced in lime 
areas “stand up” when broken 
and do not spatter as those 
without lime do. Therefore, 
the lime areas of Tennessee, 
Kentucky and Missouri fur- 
nish many eggs to Georgia 
housewives. 

It is also true that Georgia 
farmers do not sell all their prod- 
uce inside the State, but some 
crops such as early cabbage and 
tomatoes are rushed to markets 
all over the nation. 

These “outside” sales also ap- 
ply to other products, such as 
the billions of plants sold in 
early Spring all over the nation; 
pecans, peaches, tobacco, pea- 
nuts and broilers. 

Also, the meat- plants 
in Georgia sell much of meat 

from Georgia hogs: all 
over the nation. 

The question is not whether 
Georgia farmers are 
many products outside the State, 
but are they selling enough to 
Georgia people? 

The Atlanta trade territory is 
composed of approximately 600,- 
000 people, and if twice as many 
carloads of fruits and vegetables 

are shipped annually to this city 
as come from Georgia, how does 
that ratio stand up over the 
rest of the State? In other words, 
are only one half the fruits and 
veegtables consumed in Georgia

| Psvchoanalyst Offers 


New Theory Concerning 
Emotional Upsets 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 


NEW YORK—(/) —What hap- 
pened to you in ‘he last two 
months before you were horn, and 
at the moment of birth, may ac- 
count for many sicknes$es of body 
and mind. 

This idea is presented by Psy- 
choanalyst Nandor Fodor, of New 


York, in a book, “Search for the 
Beloved.” | 
The idea has beea propused be-| 
fore by psychoanalysts, the follow- 
ers of Freud who trace most men- 
tal and many physical disturbances | 
to early sexual mishaps. But Fo-| 
dor claims he has proved his pre-| 
natal life thesis. 
His proof is scores of cases of, 
people mentally, sexually or physi- | 
cally ill, who get well, or at least 
much better, a-ter he told them 
what happened before they were | 
born dr at the moment of birth. | 
He got these details from their) 
dreams. | 
Much of Fodor’s findings about} 
sexual emotions is the sort of per- | 
sonal material which is not told 
outside medical pages. He also 
finds some commonplace ills. 

These are chillblains,_ sleep! 
walking, violent headaches, night- | 
mares of suffocation and night-! 
mares of falling, claustrophobia, | 
which is the fear of an enclosed 
space. Also insomnia and some- 
times the morning sickness of 
pregnant women and woman’s fre- 
quent fears of childbearing. 

All of these, he says, he has 
traced to the stresses and pains of 
the moment of birth, or something | 
that happened in the last two 
months of prenatal life. | 

As background for these shocks 
he says that before birth you were 
in a state of bliss, you had a feel- 
ing of omnipotence, because of the 
calm and unvarying protection of) 
your mother’s body. | 

Serious illness of the mother, 
nervous: shocks and sexual ex-, 
periences, he says, could be sensed | 
by the unborn in these two) 
months, and would leave their 
marks. The worst time are mo- 
ments of birth, because they are 
painful. 

At the moment of birth, Dr. 
Fodor holds, you meet the fear of | 
death for the first time, and the’ 
fear remains. Nature, he says, has 
seen to it that conscious memory 
of this entry into life is suppressed, 
but it remains in the subconscious 
mind. 

He tells of a patient with dreams 
of being slapped which were 
traced to the moment when the 
doctor slaps the bare little baby: 
to make it cry to start it breath- 
ing. Nightmares of drowning, he. 
says, he has traced to the amniotic 
fluid in which an unborn child 
lives almost to the moment of 
birth. | 

Homosexual desires and fixa- 
tions he also has traceé through 
dreams to experiences at birth. 
Some he has traced back further, 
to the months hefore birth when 
the mother was under strong 
emotions, whether of fright, pain 
or pleasure. 

“Through the study of the 
dreams of mothers before child- 
birth,” he writes: 

“IT have reached the conclusion 
that the morbid fear of bearing 
arises from. the _ prospective 
mother’s identification of herself 
with the child in her womb. Way 
back in the past the mother was” 
in the same position, and she is 
as frightened now as though she 
were about to relive her own 
birth.” 

Dr. Fodor holds that in the last 
two months the unborn child is 
well enough developed, and sensi- 
tive enough and mentally far 
enough along to be marked by 
harrowing experiences of the 
mother. He does not fully agree 
with scientists who say the fright 
of a mother can leave no mark 
on her child. He says: 

“The popular belief of the origin 
of birthmarks may be labelled as 
mere superstition. Nevertheless, 
again we find that such beliefs 
represent the intuitive knowledge 
of the race with which science 
belatedly catches up. Some birth- 
marks are so startling that any 
imperious rule against them savors 
of an intolerance which has no 
place in science.”
